In 1884 
he went to Africa, which was to be 
the scene of his first great labor, and 
spent five years in the Congo, hunt- 
ing and shooting and helping to lay 
tha foundations of the Congo State. 
It waa in 1892 that he finally entered 
the British Foreign Office service in 
tha Niger Cost Protectorate, where 
he remained until 1895. He was then 
appointed consul at Delagoa Bay, in 
Southeastern Africa, and filled that 
post until 1898. hi that year he was 
appointed consul to the Congo Free 
Staet, where he remained until 1904.

that Coaament undertook a personal 
investigation of the atrocities alleged 
to be practised on the natives by the 
Belgian companies engaged in ex- 
ploiting the natural wealth of the 
Congo.

As a protection berries and food-

It is 
far better to risk a slight impair- 
ment of the flavor than to chance 
eating unclean foods. 


Nightsoil should not be used for 


fertilizing gardens from which the 
produce may be eaten raw.

from 


streams which are polluted with sew- 
nge.

Home During Hot Summer Months

Keep milk Clean, Cold, Covered. 
Milk is highly perishable food and 


.he length of time it will remain 
sweet and safe, especially for chi!- 
Iren, depends, the specialists say, al- 
most entirely upon the constant care 
t receives form cow to consumer, 
litlk passes through three agencies 
he producer, the dealer an dthe con- 
«umer. 
If the first two have done 


heir part, clean, safe milke will be 
elivered, thoroughly cnilled, to the 
onsumer. The consumer's responsi- 
bly begins the moment the milk is 
elivered at his doorstep. 
Because milk poured from vessel 


o vessel on the street is very liable 
o contamination, from dust, manure 
articles and germs, milk is best de- 
vered in capped bottles. 
If bot- 


ed milk can not be obtained, the 


terioration of the milk, which, may 
render it unfit for ordinary use and 
make it highly dangerous for babies 
and little children. 
For this reason 


bottled or other milk should not be 
allowed to remain in a warm place, 
as on a sunny porch or in a hot kit- 
chen, for a moment longer than is 
necessary.

It might be 
a piston slap due to tbe platoa being 
under size, or It might be In tbe wrist 
pin bearing. Possibly there Is a broken 
ring on one of tbe front pistons; but, 
at any rate, examine tbeiu to deter- 
mine just where it la.

Roger Casement was born in Dub-

In 1884 
he went to Africa, which was to be 
the scene of his first great labor, and 
spent five years in the Congo, hunt- 
ing and shooting and helping to lay 
tha foundations of the Congo State. 
It waa in 1892 that he finally entered 
the British Foreign Office service in 
tha Niger Cost Protectorate, where 
he remained until 1895. He was then 
appointed consul at Delagoa Bay, in 
Southeastern Africa, and filled that 
post until 1898. hi that year he was 
appointed consul to the Congo Free 
Staet, where he remained until 1904.

As a protection berries and food- 


stuffs eaten raw should be thorough- 
ly washed before being served. It is 
far better to risk a slight impair- 
ment of the flavor than to chance 
eating unclean foods. 


Nightsoil should not be used for 


fertilizing gardens from which the 
produce may be eaten raw.

cress should not be gathered 
from 


streams which are polluted with sew- 
nge.

Home During Hot Summer Months 


Washington, June 27.—The 3 "C's"

according to the dairy specialists of 
the. U, S. Department of Agriculture 
are: 


Keep milk Clean, Cold, Covered. 
Milk is highly perishable food and 


.he length of time it will remain 
sweet and safe, especially for chi!- 
Iren, depends, the specialists say, al- 
most entirely upon the constant care 
t receives form cow to consumer, 
litlk passes through three agencies 
he producer, the dealer an dthe con- 
«umer. 
If the first two have done 


heir part, clean, safe milke will be 
elivered, thoroughly cnilled, to the 
onsumer. The consumer's responsi- 
bly begins the moment the milk is 
elivered at his doorstep. 
Because milk poured from vessel 


o vessel on the street is very liable 
o contamination, from dust, manure 
articles and germs, milk is best de- 
vered in capped bottles. 
If bot- 


ed milk can not be obtained, the 


terioration of the milk, which, may 
render it unfit for ordinary use and 
make it highly dangerous for babies 
and little children. 
For this reason 


bottled or other milk should not be 
allowed to remain in a warm place, 
as on a sunny porch or in a hot kit- 
chen, for a moment longer than is 
necessary.

It might be 
a piston slap due to tbe platoa being 
under size, or It might be In tbe wrist 
pin bearing. Possibly there Is a broken 
ring on one of tbe front pistons; but, 
at any rate, examine tbeiu to deter- 
mine just where it la. It would be dif- 
ficult to lay tbe trouble at any point 
without examination of the engine.

Tbe weight distribution over tbe 


front and rear wheels should be made 
as nearly equal as possible, so that tbe 
car will bold tbe track .j«J take tbe 
turns without upsetting. This rule Is 
followed out In designing cars for 
rat-lug. Tbe center of gravity Is made 
as low an possible tu accomplish tbe 
same end. Tbe motor should be bal- 
anced by making tbe reciprocating 
parts aa nearly equal an possible In 
weight. Tbe crankshaft must be per 
fectly balanced, tbe connecting rods to 
weigh tbe same—In fact, there must 
not be more work tbrust upon one cyl- 
inder than upon another. By reducing 
me body weight tbe car will givt 
greater speed. Tbe new body should be 
such that wind resistance Is reduced 
considerably, for this la one great fac- 
tor In speed. By redui'lug the gear ra- 
tio Mill greater speed may be obtain- 
ed, but tbe life of tbe car would bt 
abort with a gear ratio of leas than 
tbreo and one-half to one.
